The Murder Mania. 


Parricide 48 8 crime 80 awfnl and so un- |’ 


natural that the English common law virtu- | 
ally < réfuses ‘to recognize “its possibility. 
Under our judicial system it is not defined, 
andita punishment falls under: ‘the general 
head of the unlawful taking of human life. 
The civil law marked its sense of the enor- 
mity of the offense by affixing toit a penalty 
exceptionally severe and ignominious. The 
convicted parricide was first scourged in- 
some public place, and then sewed with 
some unclean animal in a sack, gnd_ thrown 
into the sea orto the wild: beasts. ‘The 
French Penal Code makes a similar marked 
distinction by condemning the parricide to 
walk barefooted to the place.of execution, 
attired only in a shirt, and his head covered 
with a black vail. He is thus exposed on 
the scaffold, while his sentence is read to the 
spectators; after which his right hand is cut 
off; and he is immediately put to death. 
Happily. for. the credit of human. nature, 
patricide is as infrequent as it is revolting. 
Yet, as if to mark the fatal progress of one 
section of society in that career of depravity 
on which it seems to haye entered, a. father 
and‘a mother have been murdered within a 
week, and almost in the immediate vicinity 
of.our City, by their unnatural offspring. The
